SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Lesbian Orgy / Lesbian Party is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The video recording is a collection of 13 unrelated, titled and untitled scenes explicitly 
depicting female to female sexual activity. Ten scenes depict adult females engaged 
in consensual sexual activities. These activities occasionally include conduct of a 
demeaning nature. Three scenes, "Dildo Dolly", "Lesbian Schoolgirls", and one 
untitled, explicitly depict females of less than 17 years of age engaged in sexual 
activity with one another. The females are frequently depicted fully naked and with 
their genitals in close-focus for the viewer. Given that the video recording exists for 
the purpose of titillation or sexual arousal of adult male viewers, the publication 
promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. Under 
this s3(2) criterion of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, the 
video recording is deemed objectionable. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they affect this publication. Excisions were requested, however 
the owner of the publication did not respond to the excision notice. Classification 
proceeded after the excision notice lapsed. 
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
